line is next Monday, which is 
the 21st session day.

Aim of the bill was to reduce 
roadside littering of throwaway 
containers and get them recy­ 
cled back into use but it came 
at an economically unfortunate 
time.

But the event that probably 
will throw the longest shadow 
down the remainder of the 
session was a news conference 
at which the Democratic House 
leadership outlined the party 
program to help the taxpayers.

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Richardson Bills 
Strike Bail Offenders 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) 
— Three bills aimed at 
toughening bail restrictions on repeater criminals were 
passed by the Indiana House Thursday and sent to the 
Senate. 
The one that drew the most debate passed 69-25, after 
lawyers’ objections that it was unconstitutional. It 
forbids bail reduction for a person arrested for a crim e 
committed while on bail. 
The other two bills both were authored by Rep. Ray 
Richardson, R-Greenfield. One would require that a 
person who commits a crim e while released on bail or 
on his own recognizance or pending appeal in a crim inal 
case would be required to serve the sentences for the 
two offenses consecutively. 
Richardson said a prosecutor told him “we actually 
encourage people out on bail to commit crim es,” 
because a person now can commit additional crim es 
while free on bail and get no m ore time in prison than 
for the original crime if convicted of that. That bill 
passed, 91-1. 
His other bill provides an alternative form of bail in 
which a judge who suspects an offender may “skip” 
instead of showing up for trial offers the choice of a high 
bail or a much lower bail with conditions. The conditions 
could include reporting once or twice weekly to a 
probation officer, so the court keeps track of the 
defendant. 
The author explained the most controversial of the 
three bills this way: 
“This bill is designed to serve as a deterrent for the 
habitual crim inal—those who exist to prey upon society; 
those who exist upon ripoffs will be affected,” said Rep. 
Katie Hall, D-Gary, main sponsor of the bill. 
The bill provides that a judge cannot reduce the 
amount of bail for a person on a new crim e he commits 
while out on bail or on his own recognizance under 
charges for a previous crime. 
Reps. John Donaldson, RLebanon; Richardson, and 
Spencer J. Schnaittdr, DMadison, all lawyers, objected 
that the bill was unconstitutional as a nonlawyer, Rep. 
William A. Crawford, DIndianapolis, 
had charged. 
Richardson indicated the bill in effect, presumed the 
offender guilty without trial. 
Crawford said the bill unconstitutionally treats bail as 
a means of penalty when its role in law is simply to 
guarantee a defendant’s appearance in court. Other said 
requiring judges to stock with the initial, high post­ 
arrest bail violated the constitutional ban on “excessive 
bail.” 
Rep. J.G. Harris, D-Gary, said the bill is needed 
against such criminals as "The Fam ily,” a Gary street 
gang allegedly involved in battles over control of illicit 
drugs in the city. 
“We’ve got a saying that if we arrest a criminal in 
Gary, Ind., and take him down to the Crown Point Jail, 
that criminal will beat the policeman back to the city,” 
Harris said. Crown Point is the Lake County seat. 


Senior Citizen Bills 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Senior citizens could be 
charged no more than half the regular fare for public 
transportation in any Indiana community, under term s 
of a bill the Indiana House of Representatives passed - 
Thursday. 
Several legislators rushed to defend the bill after two 
members spoke negatively about it. It passed 86 .5. 
Revenue the state would lose was estimated at $975,000 
a biennium 
“This bill is meant to help those who must live on a 
fixed income,” Rep Katie Hall, DGary, said. The bill 
applies to persons 62 years old and older. 
Rep Robert L. Jones Jr., RIndianapolis, spoke against 
the bill because he said it mandated the action to be 
taken by bus companied around the state which already 
are facing enormous problems. 
Rep Loren Winger, DConverse, questioned providing 
such a benefit to everyone 62 and older when some of 
those persons may be quite able to pay full fare. 
“These people have paid taxes all their lives,” said 
Rep Paul Uric, D-Hammond. “I think we should change 
our attitude and start being concerned about these 
elderly people.” He said the legislature has granted 
plenty of scholarship benefits to young people and other 
benefits to corporations 
Rep William A. Crawford, DIndianapolis, said the bill 
had had two public hearings—one especially to get bus 
company objections-and there were none. 
Rep E. Henry Lamkin Jr., R-Indianapolis, said that if 
Rep Hall agreed, he as coauthor would work to have the 
Senate change the "shall” wording to "m ay.” 
At least two legislators said the bill was likely to 
increase ridership on buses at nonpeak hours, to the 
good of the bus companies, the elderly riders and the 
business community. 
The House also passed a bill 
that lets Indiana 
residents 65 years old or older hunt or trap without a 
license. It passed, 843. 
A bill put on special order of business requiring 
landlords to put their tenants’ security deposits in the 
bank and pay the interest from those accounts to the 
tenants was withdrawn from final reading and sent back 
to the amendment phase. 
Passed by overwhelming m ajorities—mostly without 
dissent—in the House were bills to: 
—Change the method of filling vacancies on the 
citycounty council in Marion County. 
—Make it a misdemeanor to post printed political 
posters on property without the ow ner’s consent. 
- Allow cities and towns to pay their employes 
vacation pay one to three days before the vacation 
period. 
—Change the manner of certifying election winners, so 
there will be less delay and confusion. 
—Let a school corporation pay all or part of the 
interest on temporary loans made in anticipation of 
of property tax revenues from the school debt service 
fund, so operating funds aren’t drained. 
—Extend to June 30, 1977 the period in which the 
Employment Security Division may act to obligate the 
$1 million made available to the state by the Social 
Security Act. 
- Let the Whitewater Railroad incorporate as a not- 
forprofit corporation, operating for tourist, amusement 
and nonfreight use. 
—Let Evansville firemen receive additional pay for 
seniority. 
—Let a retired teacher earn up to $3,600 instead of up 
to $3,000 a year, from teaching in Indiana schools 
without losing retirement benefits. 
—Requires schools, railroads, mines, factories and 
certain other employers to let a person have four hours 
off to vote 
in state elections, 
including 
primary 
elections. The lav/ already covers other elections. 
—Remove the limit on numbers of sheriffs’ deputies 
based on county population. Rep. Richard E. Shank, 
R Elkhart, explained it is 
recognized that county 
population is not necessarily the significant factor in law 
enforcement need now.

It is a new form of tyranny in the human experience. 
It demands not only authority over individual conduct, but 
absolute domination of people’s thinking. It isn’t enough, 
for instance, for a Chinese Communist to put everybody in 
a blue suit, looking the sam e on male and female, old and 
young, gay and grouchy, sm art and dumb. They must 
wash the brains of these people of any un-Maoistic 
thoughts. 


It is this kind of uncompromising tyranny that has 
invaded the heart of many American college campuses. It 
is from these cam puses that come the nasty proponents of 
free speech for nobody but themselves, free travel for 
nobody but themselves, and physical security and peace 
of mind for nobody at all. 


We abet their cause by calling them war resisters. 
What they are is war makers. They are making war 
against us on behalf of the enemy of mankind. That this 
enemy runs disguised as friend of the common man and a 
lover of humanity makes him even more vicious and 
dangerous; for he has set himself up as God. 


And a god can’t afford to have his worshipers running 
out on him. can he?

Higher education is in the 
throes of a vicious circle ac­ 
cording to Purdue University 
President Arthur G. Hansen. 
He has developed a public 
relations program which should 
be copied by Indiana University 
and 
other state 
institutions, 
rem aining visible to the press 
Most recent appearance in his 
round of luncheons with the 
press was in Indianapolis, the 
th ird such aw ay from the 
Purdue cam pus. 
Sim ilar in­

President Hansen indicated 
support for institutions of higher 
learning had to be supported on 
a broad tax base.

Auto Safety Regulations May 
Have Had No Effect On Deaths

effect on the highway death toll 
and m ay 
actually

creased the number of pedestri­

Chicago economist said Tues­ 
day. 


Sam Peltzman, a professor of 
business economics, said the 
governm ent’s attem pt to regu­ 
late 
safety 
increased 
the 
num ber of accidents by 3 to 4 
million a year since the Motor 
Vehicle Safety Act of 1966 was 
enacted. 


Peltzm an, who specialized in 
studies of the effectiveness of 
governm ent 
regulation, 
saH 


drivers appear to be taking 
g re a te r risk s because “ a c c i­ 
dents are cheaper” with safety 
devices to p rotect the c a r ’s 
occupants. 
“ Auto safety devices which 
reduce 
the 
probability 
of 
passenger harm may produce a 
counterproductive effect of in­ 
creasing 
the 
probability 
of 
having an accident,” Peltzm an 
said. 
“The actual highway death 
toll today is no different than if 
we had no safety regulations,” 
said 
Peltzm an, 
a 
form er 
m em ber 
of 
the 
President’s 
Council of Economic Advisors. 
“People 
respond 
by 
taking 
more risks so the net effect is 
zero.” 
Peltzm an’s conclusions differ 


greatly from those of highway 
safety researchers, who favor 
the use of devices such as seat 
belts, energy absorbing steering 
column, 
penetration-resistant 
windshield and padded instru­ 
ment panels. 
He said 
those researchers 
take into account only those 
persons 
involved 
accidents and then determine 
whether 
a 
device 
actually 
helped prevent injury or death. 
He 
said 
he 
projected 
the 
number of accidents and deaths 
that 
would 
have 
occurred 
without the devices and found 
safety 
equipm ent 
did 
not 
change the overall figures. 
The drop in traffic fatalities 
last year was caused mainly by 
lower speeds and fewer mile* 


driven rather than the safety 
devices on the vehicles, he said. 
“The death rate is now within 
2 per cent of what it would 
have been without regulations,” 
he 
said. 
“Drivers 
taking 
g reater risks offset some of the 
benefits of the devices and this 
has caused higher pedestrian 
deaths. 


“The people in the cars are 
safer, but pedestrian deaths are 
at a higher rate than 
they 
would be without the safety 
regulations,” he said.

Peltzm an 
said safety “has cost in the 
billions, but hasn’t produced the 
results Congress intended.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
retiring president of the Am eri­ 
can A ssociation for th e Ad­ 
vancem ent of Science says the 
tim e has come for scientists 
and politicians to put asid e 
their differences and team up 
to solve the nation’s problem s. 
“The threats to civilization 
are too real and too im m inent 
for anything other th an the 
closest 
kind 
of 
cooperation 
am ong politicians and scien­ 
tists,” D4. Roger Revelle said 
Wednesday night. 
A 
step 
in 
that 
direction, 
Revelle said, would 
be 
for 
President Ford to establish an 
office of White House science 
advisers. Revelle said such a 
group is essential “to m aintain 
the long range effectiveness of 
science and technology in the 
United States.” 
He also called for Congress to 
form ulate a “National Policy 
for Science and Technology” to 


guide legislative and presiden­ 
tial action and ensure 
that 
science 
and 
technology 
are 
considered 
in 
domestic 
and 
foreign policy planning. 
The outgoing head of the 
nation’s largest scientific o r­ 
ganization said it is not alw ays 
easy for politicians and scien­ 
tists to work together because 
their 
personalities, 
m ethods, 
motivations and orientation are 
each foreign to the other. 
“The politician is publicly 
egotistical, gregarious, g a rru ­ 
lous and has a strong gam bling 
instinct,” Revelle said. “The 
scientist, at least in his own 
image, 
is 
publicly 
m odest, 
introverted, relatively inarticu­ 
late and seeks certainty rath er 
than risk .” 
Revelle, director of H arvard 
U niversity’s Center for Popula­ 
tion Studies, said scientists and 
technologists seek power over 
nature. 
The politician 
seeks 
power over m an, he said. 
“How can the politician and 


the scientist work more closely 
together? One way is to give 
each other advice. Scientists 
have long accepted the idea 
that they should advise politi­ 
cians, but they are liable to 
reach with alarm and increduli­ 
ty when it is suggested that 
politicians should advise them .”

The ruling has been issued 
under the statem ent of position 
announced by the IRS. On July 
IO, 1970, concerning the tax 


exem pt 
sta tu s 
of 
p riv a te 
schools. In that statem ent the 
IRS concluded that it could no 
longer 
legally 
ju stify 


recognizing exem pt status to 
private scnoois tnai practice 
racial discrim ination. Nor can it 
allow gifts to such schools to be 
treated as charitable deductions 
for income tax purposes. The 
IRS position is applicable to all 
private schools throughout the 
United States. 
All three of these schools have 
announced their policy as a 
racially 
non-discrim inatory 
school 
through 
public 
a n ­ 
nouncem ents 
published 
in 
newspapers in their respective 
areas. 
Where a school has publicly 
announced a 
racially 
non­ 
d iscrim in ato ry 
policy, 
Mr. 
Caldwell 
explained 
that 
for 
purposes of issuing a ruling the 


IRS will assum e that such a 
policy has been adopted and will 
be m aintained in good faith. 
This is in accord with normal 
IRS procedures in processing 
requests for rulings based on 
future activities. 


Mr. Caldwell stressed that the 
IRS 
m a in tain s 
a 
vigorous 
program of auditing tax exempt 
organizations. Exam inations of 
private schools will take into 
account any com plaints from 
the public or inform ation from 
other sources that would in­ 
d icate 
noncom pliance with 
assurances m ade by the schools 
to the IRS. If an examination 
indicates that a school has not 
ad m in iste re d 
its 
non­ 
discrim inatory policy in good 
faith, the tax exem pt status of 
the school will be challenged.
